National Pharmacy Week. 

This year the main theme will be ... . This Week and 
Every Week Your Pharmacist Works for Better COMMUNITY 
HEALTH. With this thought in mind we would like to quote 
an excerpt from the discussion at the National Conference 
on Medical Costs held recently in Washington, D.C. 

Our Public Health Surgeon General said the meeting 
was requested by President Johnson because: 'The real 
challenge before the Nation is the tultlllment of the newly 
acknowledged right of every American to acess of quality 
health care." 

Dean George Hager stated In a discussion of the pa¬ 
tient, prescription practices and pharmacy services: "He is 
the central figure In the delivery of pharmaceutical services 
at the clinical level. He is the essential health professional 
for the prudent and controlled distribution of drugs, and 
his role should be brought into proper fqcus at this time 
as his Image is only vauguely defined in the eyes of most 
of his public. The pharmacist performs his professional serv¬ 
ices, tor the most part, behind the scenes. What he actually 
does is quite different thing from what — to the casual 
observer — he appears to be doing (his manipulative skills). 
Actually he does many of the more complex and more ur¬ 
gently needed professional services also behind the scenes 
(his intellectual skills — a function of what he knows) modestly 
and unselfishly."

tive policies and practices in 
hiring now employees.” 

Referring to but two of 
the “many misconceptions 
about older workers” 
Wright said: “On health, 
studies of older workers 
show that the hale and the 
hearty is the rule, .not the 
exception. On flexibility, the 
older worker’s knack of ad¬ 
justing to new employment, 
new work requirements, new 
job -settings is proved in 
studies.” 

Wright urged employers 
to draw their job applicants 
from “the largest single 
source of know-how and ex¬ 
perience in the labor market 
today — workers who evi¬

Food For Thought 


Before hailing the new depression-proof era of a 
finely-tuned, government-manager economy of perpetual 
abundance as a complete success, the following facts should 
be noted: 1. Since 1960, the population of the United States 
has grown by 10 per cent; 2. Since 1960, the personnel 
comprising the civilian bureaucracy of the federal govern¬ 
ment has grown by 25 per cent; 3. Since 1960, nondefense 
expenditures of the government are up 97 per cent; 4. 
Since 1960, expenditures for national welfare and health 
programs are up 210 per cent. 

The deficits for the eight years since 1960 will total 
$50 billion and for the decade will probably be about $75 
billion. The national debt will be up approximately the 
same amounts. Forty-two million people now receive regu¬ 
lar chocks from the federal government — either directly, 
or from states under aid programs financed largely with 
federal funds. 

Mr. Maurice H. Stans, former Director of the Budget, 
points out: “The governmenc can spend only what the 
people provide^ either directly in taxes or Indirectly 
through inflation. If the people are constantly led to ex¬ 
pect more than can be delivered to them, the result is 
bound to be frustration and unrest —• and worse.”
